“fer in the Subjett ? I wilh I could obtain 
«that Treafure, that I might publifh it with 
“ this of ours, we fhould not be fo much in 
“the Dark about this controverted place in 
“ Tertullian , and it would prefently appear 
« whether the Author of thefe two Books 
« were the fame, after which we are fo folli- 
“ citoufly inquifitive. Now that Treafure 
which MaujJ'acus fo much wifht for, I here 
offer to you ; for it is the Book of Kirani 
and Harpocration , as Gefners Bibliotheca cites 
it* and it goes Alphabetically as Putean fays 
his Harpocration did in the Cardinal’s Libra¬ 
ry. And as for the controverted Place in 
Tertullian , confult but the Letter Q,pag.i 6 . 
of the fiift Book, and you may be fatisfied, 
that Tertullian quoted no other Harpocration 
but ours. Read on to pag. 28 . and you have

“this is a divine Dionyflack ,nnd weakens the 
“ (Length of Bacchus. For lo (ayes Harpocra - 
“ tion. And that learned Father Tcrtullian 
fa yes ? Harpocration argues , that Bacchus, the 
fame with Ofiiis among the Egyptians, is pi¬ 
ctured with Ivy on purpofe , becaufe it is the Na¬ 
ture of Ivy to defend the Brain from Drunken¬ 
nefs. So that Harpocration^ and Tcrtullian s 
Senle are altogether the /rune. And this mud 
be the Book which no Ids a Man than Ter- 
tullian quoted as an Author, and which ma¬ 
ny Learned Men fince him have longed to 
fee, but could not. And Barthius , anothet 
Learned Cntick of his time, giving an ac¬ 
count of fomc Greek, Phyficians, who were 
never yet publiihed, (trangely extolls Kirani. 
For whereas others only tranferibed one 
from another, and little is to be had from any 
one of them, that mav not be found in Hip¬ 
pocrates and Galen Kirani has many prodi-j 
gious Virtues of things both in Medicine,and, 
other Affairs, contained in the Subjects which 
he mentions. Barthius moreover /ayes, he 
faw this curious Manufcript in the pofleflion 
of Henry Ellenherger , primary Phyfician to! 
the Court at Magdeburg, who may very well 
be reckoned among the greatelt Phyiicians

of his Age. Barthius would by all means have 
had it publiihed, being a Book of fuch infinite 
value : And the rather becaufe it has fome- 
thing of Harpocration in it, who is (o highly 
and defervedly valued by Learned Men. And 
he reckons i t to be Tcrtullian s Harpocration y 
as Pa melius before him imagined, and as by 
comparing the PalTages in thefe two Authors 
we have already proved. So that it is not 
only my Opinion, but it is the Conjecture of 
Pantclius , who could not after his moft in- 
quifitive Search and Refearch, meet with 
Harpocration and it is the clear Judgment of 
that vafily Learned Man Barthius , who faw 
Harpocration. And I the rather mention Bar¬ 
thius. becaufe this Tranflation is from a Co¬ 
py of that very Manufcript which he (aw in 
Dr. Ellenherger a hand. Being thus far fatis- 
fied of the Original Authors, our next bult- 
nefs will be to enquire concerning the Tran- 
llators of them. Barthius conjectures that the 
Tranllation out of the Agarene , or Arabick 
Language into the Greek , was theWoik of 
a Monk of Conflantinuple, in the time of Ma¬ 
nuel or Emanuel Cownenus , the Son of Calojo- 
annes ; the Conclufion of whofe Life and 
Empire was foretold them both in twoGreek 
Oracles.

Prapofttus S. L. by whofe Donation it belong¬ 
ed to David Eiclbel, Anno M.D.XXX. Afc- 
ter Dr. Ellenbcrgcrs Death, this Treafure fell 
to his Son Chriftian William Ellcnbergcr who 
being a Soldier, beftowed it upon a Phyfician, 
his Acquaintance and Friend. This Phyfici¬ 
an printed it privately j for neither his own, 
nor the Printer’s, nor the place’s Name is. 
printed. But he fays, he was forced to leave 
the llniverfity, and to retire into the Coun¬ 
trey, by reafonof the Plague, of which the 
Famous Sennertvs died, and he only took thts 
curious Manufcript with him, and in his Re¬ 
tirement fitted it for the Prefs. It bears 
Date M.DC.XXXVIII. So that it feems, but 
a few Copies were printed, and thole P r ' va f 5 ." 
ly diftributed} one of which with fome diffi¬ 
culty I procured. 

As for the Book, it feems to be one of that 
fort of Books which Men in the Alls, who 
ufed curious Arts, brought together, and 
burnt the Price whereof being counted, was 

found to be fifty thoufand pieces of Stiver.

Foi 
Nature's Interpreters do aferibe miraculou 
Virtues to Gemmus$ and without doubt thofi 
efficacious and abftrufe properties defeend fron 
a peculiar influence of the Stars, and a bettei 
temperament of the Elements. And is it i 
great Argument it isfo, becaufe in theEaftern 
Countries, where the Sun is hotted:, the beft 
Stones are found. And therefore Kirani a- 
feribes fiery Virtues to Stones, and makes one 
to be under one Planet, and another undei 
another. But it were endlefs to give an ac- 
count of all the Rarities herein contained 
Therefore with Piety and Wifdom perufe 
thtfe four Books themfelves. The Worth and 
Rarity whereof, I am afraid, has tempted fome 
difhoneft perfbn to rob the Vatican, and o- 
ther Libraries of them.

And the firft Book 
of Kirani was thus, and fo we will fuppofe 
it was the great Gift of the Agarencs to him. 
He that received this Book from GOD, was 
Hermes Trifmcgifl/ts, well known to all men. 
Do not therefore deliver it to the Ignorant, 
but keep it to thy felf as a great Polleflion: 
and let the Father, if it may fo be, deliver 
it only to his Children inftead of Gold for 
the efficacy of its A&ion, adjuring them, as 
facred Children, only to keep it fecret. 

This Book was engraven in Syriaif Letters 
upon an Iron Pillar, in a Book indeed inter¬ 
preted by me formerly. But in this Book 
which is called Kiranides, twenty four Stones, 
twenty four Fifties , twenty four Herbs , and 
twenty four Birds are written of. The Vir¬ 
tues of every one of thefe are complex and 
intermixt with the reft, fot the Cure, and al- 
fo the Delight of mortal Bodies: And truly 
the invention or beginning is from Almighty 
GOD $ for by his Wifdom we obtain the A&i- 
on of Herbs, Fifties and Birds, and the Vir¬ 
tue of Stones, and the Nature of Animals and 
wild Beafts, and moreover, the mutual per-

mixtions of them, and their Communities and 
Proprieties,(ince the knowledge & skill of ma* 
ny things comes from GOD into men.Thcre- 
fore dividing into three Kiranidcs $ I have 
declared the whole Compofure in order of the 
Alphabet, according as any thing worthy 
Remarque occurred. And they are called 
K oiednfcsi C Koiranides or Queens ) becaufe 
thefe are the Queens of all the reft of my 
Books.

Intention. Then, fays he, I faw another City 
yet, feventeen Pcrjtan Miles diftance from 
Seleutjca , which Alexander of Macedon demo- 
lifiled5 afterwards Seleutica was built, under 
the Dominion of the Perjians i and inhabited 
by the Nation of the Perfians. This is called

little Alexandria , which is near Babylon. And 
this is the Hiftory of Syria . 

The thiid Year it happened, that I found 
an old man skill’d in Foreign Learning, and 
in the Greek Tongue: But he faid, he was a 
Syrian by Nation, was taken captive, and 
lived there: and he went round the 
City with me, and fhewed me every thing. 
And when we came to a certain place about 
four Miles diftance from the City, we law a 
Pillar, with a great ToWer, which the Inha¬ 
bitants of Syria faid they brought from the 
Tlidifice of Solomon , and placed it there for 
the Health and Cure of the Men of that City. 
Looking therefore well upon it, I found it 
was written in ftrange Letters. The old 
Man therefore , afloon as he was asked by 
me, agreed to (hew me, and I willingly lent 
an ear to him, while he difeourfed, and ex¬ 
pounded the Barbarous Letters that were up¬ 
on the Pillar in the Solicit Tongue. My 
Jon, faith he , You fee three Towers (land¬ 
ing here, one of which is five Miles diftant, 
another two and a half, and another four. 
Thefe were built by the Giants, who had a 
mind to climb into Heaven for this their im¬ 
pious Madnefs fume of them were (truck with 
Thunder, others through the juft judgment 
of GOD, knew not themfelves, and the reft

And he told md 
the Myfteries of the Living GOD, which I| 
will not tell to all. ‘ I was indeed willing to 
be informed of other things, and propounded 
feveral other things $ but my main defigni 
was to be informed of the Pillar : And the 
old Man drawing afidea Silken Veil, (hewed 
ftrange and foreign Letters engraven upon it. 
And becaufe he was skilled in my Tongue, I 
entreated and begged of him, that he would 
candidly and without Envy make plain all 
things to me. Now. the Things that were 
read upon the Pillar, were thefe *

it brings away the Secundine, and drunk, it 
moves Urine. Eighteen grains of it drunk 
for thirty days, wattes the Spleen. Made in¬ 
to a Platter with Figs, it is good for the 
lame. It is boyled for hot Inleflions for pur¬ 
ging of the Matrix. It alfo moderately pur- 
geth the Belly. And its Fruit in an Oyntment 
and Platter, is good for the Scurf and Le- 
profie.
